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HEN, in 1922, Howard 
Carter became the first 
man in more than 3,000 
years to penetrate 
Tutankhamun's tomb, 
he knew he was wit- 
nessing something truly astounding. 
“The effect,” he wrote later, “was 
bewildering, almost overwhelming. 
As my eyes grew accustomed to the 
light, details emerged slowly from the 
mist: strange animals, statues and 
gold — everywhere the glint of gold.” 

But Carter knew only the half of it. 
Behind the sumptuousness of the 
tomb’s unearthed treasures lay even 
greater riches: the lost wisdom of the 
ancients, the key to life and death and 
to the secret of spiritual rebirth. 

To modern archaeologists this is 
almost incomprehensible; they say 
the early Egyptians were less 
advanced than ourselves. But the evi- 
dence, if we care to look closely, sug- 
gests that they were much cleverer 
than we are today The intellectual 
ascent of man has not been linear, 


experts have tried to make 
sense of the mysteries surrounding 
his final resting place.

our knowledge "progressing" as one 
century succeeds another In Egypt 
we can see the presence of a higher 
intelligence on two distinct occasions 
in history both coinciding with the 
worship of the sun: the fourth dynasty 
pyramid age, around 2,500BC, and the 
18th dynasty of Tutankhamun 1,000 
years later. 

Both eras saw a burst of creative 
accomplishment that saturated Egypt 
technologically scientifically and 
artistically, the likes of which the 
world has never seen since, apart 
from the miraculous achievements of 
the sun-worshipping Mexican Mayas.

years to excavate from 
the first step down to the 
tomb itself.

tomb, like Tutan- 
khamun's, contained 
many riddles to 


challenge any future 
decoder: 

It is clear that the 
reason was to deter 
common grave-robbers, 
while at the same time 
allowing access, when 
the time was right, to a 
carefully planned and 
executed excavation by 
government-led archae- 


ologists. This would 
ensure that the tomb, 
when excavated, would 
be exactly as the burial 
party had left it. 

Unlike orthodox 
archaeologists, I do not 
believe that  Tutan- 
khamun's tomb was pen- 
etrated and ransacked 
before its excavation. 
Archaeologists ^ have 
believed, ever since 
Carter rediscovered the 
tomb, that it had been 
robbed twice. 


E HAVE to 

consider 

another 

possibility:

ther although the 
ancients wanted archae- 
ologists eventually to 
discover catalogue and 
document the contents 
of the tomb, its true sym- 
bolic significance and 
that of its treasures 
were deliberately hid- 
den. The message was 
spiritual: too good for 
grave-robbers, villains or 
government-sponsored 
archaeologists. 
Tutankhamun's tomb, 
like Lord Pacal's, would 
have to wait until the sci- 
ence of the day could 
explain its mysteries.

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TUTANKHAMUN reigned from 
1333 to 1323BC but little 
is known about his life.

He had no biological father — he 
was not born to man. And this 


interpretation is confirmed by. 
examination of the symbolism of 
other artefacts from the tomb, such 
as the Golden Throne 2 and the 
Golden Mask which covered the 
bandaged body 5. 

The alabaster sarcophagus 6 in 
the Treasury; this contained the liver, 
lungs, stomach and intestines of the 
deceased. 
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self-control and duty to others; all 
taught in parables; all performed mir- 
acles; all were the subject of virgin 
births. And all were associated with a 
star at birth and at death. 

It was clear that these superior 
beings visited Earth to teach 
mankind the higher orders of science 
and spirituality These "Supergods" 
were one and the same as the living 
god who created Earth and the heav- 
ens.

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TUTANKHAMUN'S body was placed in a 
solid gold coffin and covered by an 
intricate golden mask. The mask was 
inlaid with opaque blue glass, imitating 
lapis lazuli, and was made from two pieces 
of beaten gold sheets, accurate to one- 
thousandth of an inch in thickness across 
the entire surface. 

It is about 1ft 10ins high and weighs 
22%1b. The official interpretation of the 
mask’s significance is that it portrays 
Tutankhamun as the god Osiris but there 
is much more to it than that. 

Seen from the rear, the outline of the 
mask follows the outline of a penis, 
representing fertility. We also see that the 
mask is decorated with the 26 rays of the 
sun, corresponding to the rotational 
duration in days of the sun’s equatorial 
magnetic field. The tail of the hair 
resembles the tail of a bee, an insect 
known to be influenced by the sun’s rays 
and closely associated with royalty. 

Seen from the side, the mask shows the 
feathered snake on the forehead (thus 
linking Tutankhamun with the Mayan 
priest-king Lord Pacal). The pig-tail 
suggests the sting of a bee. This is 
important. The male bee, the drone, has no 
sting. Yet Tutankhamun, as a male king, is 
nonetheless head of the hive, as the queen 
bee is head of the hive.
